HUGE QUANTITIES OF EARTH 
FILTERED OUT OF CITY WATER 


Amount in Year Would Fill Olive 
Streat 30 Feet Deep for 25 
Blocks. 
Three thousand wagon loads of dirt: 
of the sort that St. Louisans drank daily 
with their water in former years, before 
the supply from the Mississippi was 
clarified and purified, was taken from 
the settling basins at the waterworks 
in a single day last April, according to 
the report made Tuesday by Water 
Commissioner Wall. The whole amount 
of silt and sediment removed in the 12 
months ending last April, the report as- 
serts, would be sufficient to fill Olive 
street to a depth of 3 feet from 
Broadway to Theresa avenue, 28 blocks. 
Ten years ago the city experi- 
mented with selling the sedtment for 
fertilizer, after it had been pumped 
out of the basins and removed to a 
point from which it could be hauled 
away. This; process, cost 25 cents a 
cubic yard and little of the sediment 
was sold. Now the sediment is washed 
back into the river at a cost of 2 cents a 
cubic yard.

Total of $19,000 Likely to Be 
Available for British Lieu- 
tenant, Who Is Only 21. 


HIS STORY OF _ EXPLOIT 


Gleefully Looped the Loop 
When He Saw German Air- 
craft Aflame and Falling. 


LONDON, Sept. 6.—Lieut. William 
Leefe Robinson’s own story of his ex- 
ploit in bringing to earth a Zeppelin 
while the aircraft was attempting a 
raid on London Saturday night, as pub- 
lished in the Daily Chronicle today, 
follows: 

“I had been up something over an 
hour when I saw the first Zeppelin. She 
| was flying high and I followed her, 
But 
there was a heavy fog and she escaped 
I attacked her at long range, but 
she made off before I could see if I had 


“The next airship I saw I determined 
I would attack from the first available 
position. I met her just after 2 o’clock, 
fiying at 10,000 feet. Soon she appeared 
to catch fire in her forward petrol tank, 
and the flames spread rapidly along her 
body as she made off eastward, afire. 
In a few minutes she dipped by the 
nose and dived slowly, in flames, to 
earth. 


“I was so pleased that in my excite- 
ment I pulled the ‘joy lever’ and looped 
the loop several times. Then I showed 
my signals and came back to earth.’’ 

Flyer Only 21 Years Old. 

Lieutenant Robinson was 21 years 
eld in July. 

Five months ago he said quietly 
he had made up his mind to “do a 
zeppelin.”’ On several occasions he has 
takén part in chasing German air- 
ships. 

Lieutenant Robinson was one of 
the most unconcerned spectators in 
the field at Cuffley, where the de- 
stroyed Zeppelin lay early Sunday 
morning. A senior officer gave him 
an iron cross and later a revolver 
which was found near the wreckage. 

Several times Saturday night the 
searchlights revéaled Robinson's 


Zeppelin. At last in the darkness he 
picked up an airship which a moment 
later sood out boldly in the glare of 
several searchlights. Lieutenant Rob- 
inson made his attack at close range. 
The Zeppelin attempted to elude him 
by sending out great clouds of smoke. 
It disappeared in the clouds but Rob- 
inson kept up the pursuit and soon 
saw the Zeppelin burst into flames. 
May Get Large Money Prize. 

In addition to his Victoria Cross, 
Lieut. Robinson, it is understood, will 
receive several large money prizes of- 
fered by various private individuals ‘> 
the first man or men to destroy a 
Zeppelin in England. 

William Bow, a shipbuilder, today for- 
warded a check for £500 ($2500) to Lieut. 
Robinson. Bow offered that sum to the 
first aviator to bring down a German 
airship on British soil. 

According to the Daily News, one of 
these prizes, amounting to £2,009 (about 
$10,000) offered by Col. Joseph Cohen, 
will be awarded to Lieut. Robinson. Col. 
Cohen’s offer was to the first man or 
men to bring down a Zeppelin in the 
British Isles. 

A similar offer of £1000 ($5000) was 
made by Lord Michelham., The 
£500 ($2500) offered by the Lord 
Mayor of London on similar terms was 
awarded td the gun crews who shot 
down a Zeppelin in the Thames some 
months ago but the News says the Lord 
Mayor is consulting the War UtItce to 
find out whether he may not make a 
similar award to Lieut. Robinson.

The body of the German officer was 
borne to the grave by six officers of 
the Royal Flying Corps.

SENATE WILL TAKE UP BILL 
TO CURB CAMPAIGN EXPENSES 


Votes 32 to 14 to Consider Owens Cor- 
rupt Practice Measure, Which. 
Carries Heavy Penalties. . 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—The Sen- 
ate today decided, 32 to 14, to take 
up Senator Owens’ corrupt practices 
bill, which would greatly curtail 
campaign expenditures and impose 
heavy penalties for violations of its 


terms. 
Seven Republicans voted with the 


Democrats to take up tis vill and seven 
Democrats voted against the motion. 
There has been a lively fight against 
the bill, during which there have been 
charges from both sides. The vote to 
take it up today does not necessarily 
forecast delay in adjourning Congress. 
Administration leaders say that in their 
opinion it cannot reach a vote. Re- 
publican leaders insisted that they would 
never let it reach one. 

It is planned to adopt a concurrent 
resolution fixing the time for adjourn- 
ment as soon as the revenue conferees 
can indicate when they can reach an 
agreement. Such a_ resolution would 
check any attempted filibuster on the 
corrupt practices bill and would end 
debate. 


CAPTAIN I$ QUOTED AS SAYING 
CRUISER KARLSRUHE WAS SUNK 


German Warship Disappeared and 
No Official Report Has Been 
Made on Her Fate. 
LONDON. Sept. 6.—Capt. Aust, second 
command of the German cruiser 
is reported to have pub- 
lished a book entitled “‘War Adven- 
tures of the Karlsruhe, stating that 
on Nov. 4, 1914, when the Karlsruhe was 
lying in latitude 10.7 north, 65.7 west, 
she was torpedoed by an invisible craft. 
The ship sank immediately with her 

commander and many of the crew. 
The collier Rio Negro rescued Aust. 
The Karlsruhe operated in the South 
Atlantic early in the war. No official 
statement ever has been given out 
either in Germany or France or England 
to account for her disappearance:

Lists for First Two Weeks of August 
Include 1702 Wounded, 
LONDON, Sept. 6—Casualty lists for 
the first two weeks of August show that 
the British army lost 600 officers killed, 
1702 wounded and 204 missing, a total 
of 2506. This brings up the losses since 
the beginning of the war to 38,922 officers, 
of whom 11,442 have been killed or died 
of wounds; 24,680 wounded, and 2800 are 

missing. 
In the fortnight six Lieutenant-Colo- 
nels were killed.

American Interests Seem to Be More Involved 
Than at Any Time Since 1915 Ultimatum 
— Open Door Menaced. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—Sweeping de- 
mands, far more drastic than any pub- 
lished summaries have indicated, are 
revealed in the secret terms being 
pressed on China by Japan as a result 
of the recent armed conflict between 
soldiers of the two nations at Cheng 
Chiatun in inner Mongolia. Private dis- 
patches received here reveal that Japan 
seeks indemnities, an apology and po- 
litical concescions throughout the whole 
section of inner Mongolia and South 
Manchuria. 

The four formal demands are quoted 
as follows: 

1. Punishment of the éommanding Chi- 
nese officer involved in the trouble. 

4. Dismissal, with punishment, of the 
other officers involved. 

3. Instructions to Chinese troops in in- 
ner Mongolia and South Manchuria not 
to interfere in any way with Japa- 
mese troops or civilians, and to publish 
this fact broadly. 


4. Recognition of 
for Japan in inner Mongolia and South 
Manchuria, comprising powers of police 
and administration, preference in loans 
and the selection of all foreign advis- 
ors, etc. 

Also Ask for Four Concessions. 

Besides the four “demands” are four 
‘“‘concessions’’ which China is asked to 
grant Japan without formal demand, as 
follows: 

1, The Chinese army in South Man-

2, Chinese schools and colleges to have 
Japanese military inspe rs.

3. A formal apology in person from the

Japanese Governor at Dairen and the 
Japanese Consul at Mukden for the 
Cheng Chiatun trouble. 

4. Monetary compensation to the fam- 
ilies of the Japanese killed, the amounts 
co be settled by later negotiations. 

Steps will be taken immediately by 
the State Department to get detailed re- 
ports and learn the full significance of 
Japan’s act. American interests seem 
at first glance to be more deeply in- 
volved than in any event in the Far 
East since Japan’s famous ultimatum to 
China of May, 1915. 

Open Door Policy Threatened. 

The political articles were omitted en- 
tirely in the published demands. The 
recognition of “special rights” is open 
to the most extreme interpretation, and 
it is feared, might cut directly across 
the American policy of the integrity of 
China. Also it has in it possibilities of 
violation of the open-door policy, and the 
making of the .whole vast region in- 
volved a mere dependency of Japan. 

‘ Article 3 of the ‘‘demands’’ places 
Japanese soldiers and troops in this Chi- 
nese territory entirely above the con- 
trol of Chinese soldiers, virtually annu!!- 
ing China's soverdgignty. Japanese al- 
ready have won the right to their own

OF FUTILE SEARCH 


FOR GROGKER LAND! 


Lieut. Green Says Temperature 
Was Never Below hO—and 
Weather Was Clear. ° 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, Sept. 6.—Returning 


from the Donald B. MacMillan Crocker 
Land expedition on which he has spent 
three years in the Arctic in a fruitless 
hunt for that elusive “land” which 
Rear Admiral Peary thought he had 
discovered, Lieut. Fitzhugh Green, U. 
S. N., a young Missourian, was a pas- 
Benger on board the United States, of 
the Scandinavian-American Line thar 
arrived yesterday. 

While Lieut. Green would give no 
complete details of the official report 
which he said he would turn into the 
Navy Department within a few days, 
he agreed with the statements already 
published. from other members of the 
expedition that Crocker Land is a myth. 

Search Was in Vain. 

The officers said that the entire re- 
gion had been searched in vain. One 
of the multitudinous array of mirages 
that infest that section probably was 
the basis for Rear Admiral Peary’s 
belief that he had discovered a new 
land, he asserted. Lieut. Green said 
that Donald B. MacMillan, head of the 
expedition, will arrive here shortly and 
will publish a full account of the 
voyage. 

Lieut. Green is quoted 
newspapers as having said. 

“I accompanied Mr. MacMillan on his 
three months’ trip from Cape Thomas 
Hubbard, where the ship was disabled, 
150 miles over the Polar Sea toward 
where Admiral Peary claimed to have 
seen Crocker Land. According to his 
observations Peary was only 130° miles 
from the coast of Greenland when he 
made‘his discovery of the supposed 
new land. 

“We were favored by clear weather, 
and, after taking numerous observations 
and careful soundings, getting no bot- 
tom, we determined that what Peary 
had seen was a mirage. This was further 
confirmed on our return to Cape Thomas 
Hubbard, where we saw the mirage 


in today’s

Hovey, who led the relief expedition 
from New York in August, 1915, to make 
the 1300-mile journey across the ice with 
dog sleds. 


Doctor Turned Back, 
The cold was so intense that Dr. 


Hovey turned back after going 6 miles 
and is coming home on the Denmark. 
Dr. Tanquary reached home in June and 
Allen arrived here in August. 

The Lieutenant said that he would ego 
to Washington Monday to make his re- 
port to the Navy Department. He said 
the time spent in the Arctic regions had 
been well spent in exploration and map- 
ping along the northly Greenland 
coast. MacMillan, he added, had gath- 
ered a valuable collection of skins, min- 
erals and other exhibits which he was 
bringing back in the Denmark. 

Green was assigned to the MacMillan 
expedition by the Navy Department at 
the request of the American Museum of 
Natural History and at his own solici- 
tation. The Navy Department is not in- 
terested in the expedition except to f 
ther scientific research generally.

“Rumania will not escape her fate,’ 
the Premier is quoted as declaring. ‘‘I 
am confident that we will win this war 
on all frontiers. Our duty is to maintain 
the unity of Hungary in its fight for 
existence.”’ 

Ex-Premier Count Julius Andrassy 
agreed that the entjre energy of the na- 
tion should be exerted in the fight, but 
criticised the Government. The position 
of the country, the ex-Premier Said, is 
serious but not critical. He said there 
must be a new leadership.

Federal land bank and national farm 
loan associations.

Munitions tax: Ten per cent on the 
net profits of manufacturers of gun- 
powder and other explosives, cartridges 
loaded or unloaded, except for industrial 
or sporting purposes; projectiles, shells, 
torpedoes, including shrapnel, loaded or 
unloaded; fuses or complete rounds of 
ammunition; firearms of any kind and 
appendages, including small arms manu- 
factured and used for military purposes; 
cannon, machine guns, rifles and bay- 
onets, electric motor boats and subma- 
rine or submersible boats, these taxes 
to be in force unti] one year after the 
European war ends. 

Liquor taxes: Beers, $1.50 a barrel; still 
wines, 8 cents per gallon; champagne or 
sparkling wines. 3 cents on each half 
pint or fraction thereof; artificially car- 
bonated wine, 2% cents per half pint; 
liquors -containing sweet wine, 1% cents 
per half pint, and not containing sweet 
wine, % cent per half pint.

POLICE BELIEVE * 
LAWYER WAS SLAIN 
BY BLAGKMAILERS 


Theory Is They Tried to Extort 
Money From Dilworth and 
He Refused to Pay Them. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 6—While the po- 
lice are inclined to believe that the 
shooting of Dwight P. Dilworth in Van 
Cortlandt Park Sunday night, was the 
work of blackmailers who fired on the 
lawyer when he refused to give them 
money after they had found him and a 
young woman in his motor car standing 
still at a lonely spot, they are also look- 
ing into Dilworth’s career on the possi- 
ble chance that there might have been 
some other reason for the crime. 

Nothing has come to their attention, 
however, which could establish definite- 
ly any motive outside of the petty black- 
mailing game. 

Dilworth recently made considerable 
money. Part of it came, it was said, 
from work he did for William R. Hearst 
in Hearst’s fight to try to have the New 
York Central tracks removed from Riv- 
erside Park. Dilworth, with some of his 
recently gained funds, bought an auto- 
mobile—the one he was driving the night 
of his death. : 

The person who introduced him to 
Miss McNiff also came to light yester- 
day. This proved to be Miss Dorothy 
Rogers, known as ‘Dollie’ to her friends 
of the vaudeville and moving picture 
theaters. Miss Rogers referred con- 
stantly Dilworth as “Dear old 
Dwight.”’ 

Of Dilworth, Miss Rogers said: ‘‘He 
was a good man, only so lonesome. He 
just had to have company. I introduced 
him to Miss McNiff. He used to take 
me out riding and some of my girl 
friends, too. He always wanted to have 
friends with him.’’ 

As to Miss McNiff, Miss Rogers said: 
“A good little business woman. Miss

KANSAS CITY, Sept. 6.—For the fifth 
time the hand of an assassin claimed 
the life of a member of one family 
when Dwight P. Dilworth was killed. 

The first Dilworth to meet violent 
death was George, a Lieutenant in the 
Federal army, who was killed by a 
“sniper” when delivering a message. 
-James Dilworth, a Montana ranch- 
man, was the next slain. He scolded 
an employe for failing to cut hay and 
that night the employe, when drunk, 
shot him from ambush. 

Thomas Dilworth was killed at Fort 
Scott, Kan., by a bullet intended for 
another man. 

Ten yéars ago Willfam P. Dilworth, 
on Thanksgiving morning, was count- 
ing his cash in his hardware store in 
Oklahoma City, when a robber en- 
tered and ordered him to hold up his 
hands. Dilworth refused, and the rob- 
ber killed him. The murderer was cap- 
tured and is sérving a life sentence. 

The only remaining lIiving member 
of the Dilworth family is Richard 
Dilworth, a clergyman itn Pennsyl- 
vania, He was a missionary to Alaska 
years ago and was a bitter enemy of 
the whisky element. After an extreme 
ly hot attack on liquor in a small 
mining town one night he was way- 
laid, assaulted and left for dead. He 
was found by friends and recovered.

In arguing that the association should 
confine its activities to state legislation, 
Miss Clay declared that the Federal 
amendment was “usually advocated 
chiefly as a means of saving time and 
labor; in a word, a ‘short cut’ to wom- 
an suffrage."’ 

History of Aninidiiaatnts, 

Miss Clay gave a brief review of the 
history of constitutional amendments 
in order to indicate, she said, that 
fighting for suffrage now through seek- 
ing national legislation was “difficult 
and precarious.” Alluding to how mili- 
tary coercion was to make 

some of the states ratify the fourteenth 
fs. th amendments, she con-}] — 


and 
tinued: 

“The Pree amendment is a repe- 
tit'on of the Fifteenth with the sub- 
stitution of the word ‘sex’ for ‘race, 
color or prévious condition of servi- 
tude.’ Shiteal Wake hectuke Wir mcs 
be ratified by the Legislatures of 36 
states. It is hardly to be supposed that 
the coerced states now will subscribe 
voluntarily to a rrinciple which they re-. 
jected formerly. * * * Nothing but 
coercion made the Fifteenth Amend- 
ment possible; and what reason have we 
to suppose that anything less than 
coercion will pass the Anthony amend- 
ment? 

“In fact, I believe it is usually ad- 
mitted by those most zealous to push 
that amendment at any cost that coer- 


cion will be necessary; and as military 
coercion is no longer among the pone: 
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association cannot continue its advo- 
cacy of the Anthony amendment with- 
out Involving itself fn partisan politics,” 
Miss Clay concluded, “I believe it is 
wise for our association to work only 
for such Federal legisiation as does 
not require from the states the surren- 
der of any portion of those rights re- 
served to them by the Constitution.” 
‘YAveliest Political Issue.” 

Describing equal suffrage as “the live- 
Hest political issue before the public,” 
Mrs. Brown’ alluded to the State cam- 
paigns which have been fought and won 
resulting in a growing number of men 
being elected to Congress by the votes 
of women. 

“When the last group of states was 
won in 1913 and 1914, the Federal amend- 
ment came into the immediate fore- 
ground of national politics,”” Mrs. Brown 
continued, ‘‘and there is no doubt it is 
going to be passed before many years. 
When it has been passed by both houses 
of Congress, however, the fight has only 
just begun. Not a woman will be en- 
franchised until it is ratified by three- 
fourths .of all the states. This means 
that it is of the utmost importance to 
strengthen our State organizations. Of 
course we must go on working as hard 
as ever we can to secure the passage 
of the Federal amendment, but at the 
same time we must try to win new 
states and to prepare the states for rati- 
fication. Wée must go on working inside 
the separate states, building up state 
organizations, and we must win more 
suffrage states.” 

The national association, having intro- 
duced the Federal amendment, must 
now stand behind it and never cease 
working for it, Mrs. Brown declared, 
adding: ‘Meanwhile the aségociation 
must go on working in state campaigns 
where, according to its best judgment, 
the situation is most promising.”

Hanlon, as is his usual custom, 
crouched a bit, moved directly toward 
his opponent, got near enough, and then 
dealt out bruising blows to the head and 
body.

| “THINK AGAIN, MR. JOHNSON. 

Mr. Jackson Johnson, St. Louis manufacturer, 
while admitting that a railroad strike would have 
cost his company $200,000 a month, asserts that 
he has been unable to get anyone to explain to 
his satisfaction how President Wilson’s course was 
right. Very well. 

If Mr. Johnson’s factory should catch fire would 

he have the fire department stand around and 
argue how the building laws should be revised or 
would he have them start immediately to extin- 
guish the blaze? 
- Tf a surgeon is called upon to perform an opera- 
tion to save a man’s life, would he have him 
first prepare a thesis on the wrong mode of living 
which made the operation necessary, and outline a 
future standard of conduct, or should he go ahead 
at once and operate? 

If, to save a city from destruction by flood it 
became necessary to cut a dike and submerge a 
farmer’s wheatfield, would it not be better to do 
that than argue over future methods of flood con- 
trol? 

Congress, under its instructions in the Constitu- 
tion to provide for the general welfare, is a fire 
department, a board of health, a policeman, & 
guardian—it is everything. 

In regard to the railroad crisis one fact must 
never be forgotten. The brotherhoods were quite 
within their rights in deciding upon a nation-wide 
strike. There was absolutely nothing the authori- 
ties could do to prevent their action. 

The brotherhoods did not hold up the President 
in the eight-hour day. As a mediator between the 
railroads and the employes he believed the eight- 
hour demand just. He accepted it as a basis for 
arbitration and the labor leaders agreed to his 
plan. He tried to get the railroad presidents to ac- 
cept this plan of arbitration, but failed. He did not 
go to Congress until after the strike was called, 
when there was no possibility of stopping ft except 
by assuring the unions an eight-hour day. He then 
recommended that Congress enact the eight-hour 
day with provision for arbitration and other legis- 
Jation which would provide for the burden of ad- 
ditional cost and prevent, similar situations in the 
future. ; 

Granting the unions were wrong in their atti- 
tude, the President dealt with the situation in the 
only way to save the country from immeasurable 
calamity. He and Congress were flooded with tele- 
grams from business organizations and business 
men urging them to avert or postpone the strike. 
They did it without injury to any interest or sacri- 
fice of principle. 

Is there a business man who has not saved his 
business from. disaster by concession even on 
points he thought wrong? What would be thought 
of a business man who~would wreck his business 
rather than yield a just point merely because he 
thought his opponent stubborn and wrong-headed? 

In the emergency the President and Congress 
obeyed the old Roman maxim—“Public welfare is 
the supreme law.” A prolonged railroad strike 
would have cost the people of the United States 
hundreds and hundreds of millions and unestima- 
ble suffering which no future legislation could 
have squared. The settlement made by Con- 
gress has prevented all that loss and misery and 
has done no injustice for which future laws 
cannot provide compensation. 

Moreover, it has done this—it has convinced the 
entire people that Congress must speedily take 
such action as will forever make a similar situa- 
tion impossible. | 
When Mr. Johnson gives more thought to the 
subject in its varied phases as a great business 
crisis threatening irreparable disaster, we believe 
he will agree with Mr. Edison, who is also a great 
manufacturer, that the President handled the 
situation with “sanity and courage.” 
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If the possibility of a great railway strike 
caused so much confusion and loss, how can we 
estimate what would have been the results of an 


actual strike? 
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AVIATION EXTRAORDINARY. 

After flying about in the dead of night for two 
hours, over and around London, Lieut. William 
Leefe Robinson of the British Royal Flying Corps 
had his opportunity. Out of the south came one 
of the monster Zeppelins, its commander and 
crew unwitting of the fact that Robinson was 
ready for them. The searchlights picked out the 
German airship and the shells began to burst 
around it. 

A less alert or less daring aviator might have 
kept at a safe distance from this center of burst- 
ing bombs. To fly into it meant that he would 
become visible to the Zeppelin’s defenders and 
have the double chance of being destroyed by 
their quick-firing guns or by the bombs of his 
friends below. He took the chance, and had the 
good fortune of bringing down his prey. 

The story of his feat, in his own words, will be 
worth reading. Without knowing more than we 
do, the event seems to show that a Zeppelin raid 
in broad daylight, wiih scores of ready, daring 
aviators in the air to meet it, would be the most 
thrilling battle the war has yet developed.

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DRASTIO BUT JUST. 

When the British Government blacklists Amer- 
ican citizens engaged in lawful business and 
throttles mail communication between the United 
States and Europe it must expect retaliation. 

The amendments to the revenue bill adopted 
by the Senate are drastic but just. They place 
enormous powers in the hands of the President, 
but apparently it is only by such measures that 
the abuse of power by the British Government 
can be stayed. 

The United States has never denied the right 
.of Great Britain to exercise a censorship over 
mails that passed through territory or waters 
‘under British control. But what has been going 
on in Great Britain is not a censorship. It is 
@ suppression of communication which recognizes 
no obligations whatever to neutral government 
or neutral citizens. As for the blacklist, to ac 
cept it is to make the United States merely a 
commercial vassal of the British empire. 

We are told that the Senate amendments “cre- 
ated consternation” among the diplomatic repre- 
sentatives of the allied Governments in Wash- 
ington. When the British Foreign Office refuses 
to make any satisfactory reply to American 
protests, and in many cases makes no answer 
at all, the next step necessary is retaliation. The 
British Government has invited it and it ought 
not to complain of the natural consequences of 
its own policies. 
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The car shortage is the greatest on record. 
Here is an opportunity for railroad managers to 
make great records in good management. 
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THE REAL EFFICIENOY TEST. 

Thomas H. Rogers, whose place as head of the 
Efficiency Board has been taken by Charles 
Hertenstein, was accused of impracticability, chief- 
ly, however, by practical politicians who wanted 
to draw official salaries without undergoing a 
test of fitness or by officials who wanted to put 
or keep political henchmen in office. He may 
have been impractical, he may have been over- 
rigid, but he made a conscientious effort to en- 
force the efficiency system. 

Mr. Hertenstein says he will be “practical.” 
The definition of the word will be found in the 
conduct of the office, and in the application of 
the practical] tests. If practical tests mean that 
account will be taken of a man’s general character 
and experiences as well as his technical knowl- 
edge, where technical knowledge is required, well 
and good. If it means an easier latch in the offi- 
cial door for political misfits and unfits, the effi- 
clency system will be a failure. 

Mr. Hertenstein must demonstrate that his prac- 
tical tests mean more in the way of assuring fit- 
ness and efficiency in municipal jobs than Mr. 
Rogers’ tests. The St. Louis people want fitness 
in office. This is the real test of the efficiency 
st dees under any head. 
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The President has saved us from two foreign 
wars and possibly a civil war. Let the “criti- 
cism” proceed. 
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UNPOETIO EUROPE. 

Those who used to admire the poetry of Europe, 
will find it greatly changed by the war. In future, 
Millet’s Angelus and references to the “tolling” 
of the bells for the dead will need special expla- 
nation, as Europe, since Aug. 1, has had no church 
bells. 

According to the Journal de Meran, all the 
church bells of Germany, Austria and even Switz- 
erland have been taken down from the spires and 
melted into cannon, and in the Tyrol even the 
cowbells had to be gathered and delivered to the 
Government for war purposes. 

Henceforth there will be no morning, noon and 
evening angelus; couples will have to be married 
without the historic “wedding bells,” and the 
dead will be buried without the “tolling” of the 
church bells. 

The famous chimes of Cologne, Brussels and 
Frankfurt will no more be heard, and the poetic 
tinkling of the herds on the Alps is hushed. 

The requirements of the new law and. requisi- 
tion extends even to the tower and hand bells of 
the schools, dining rooms, hotels, convents. Says 
the Journal: 

The tinkling bel, the silver-throated bell, 
the joyous wedding bell, and the mournful 
funeral bell are now but memories; and must 
be relegated among the antiquities. \ 

Thus far telephone and telegraph wires still 
swing in the air; but the Zuericher Nachrichten 
foreshadows their prompt requisition. It says: 

News comes from Germany that the inter- 
city telephone service is carried on by wire- 
less, instead of the overhead wires, all of 
which have long since been melted into mis- 
siles. Switzerland is always a step or two 
behind Germany in her war measures, so we 
may soon look for wireless telephones, and a 
consumption of overhead wire for the manu- 
facture of tullets.
